Deferment For Students 


Y« M^‘rday was the deadline (It may be extended» 
f ^r roiiege students u> apply for scholastic aptitude 
! 
to e.,tablLsh eligibility for draft deferment. Tlie 
Í* t will be given on May 26. June 16. and June SO. 
Saturdays, also on Thursday, July 12. for students 
cr rt If vine that their religlou.s principles forbid them 
to take the te^t on a Saturday. At least 225,000 of the 
one million non-veteran males now in college are 
expected to apply for examination. 
The tests will be ofTered at about 1.200 centers in 
ine United States and territories under the adminis­ 
tration of the Educational Testing Service, Princeton, 
N. J. Tins agency conducts examinations at present 
for the U. S. Navy. Department of State, Atomic 
Enerey Commission. Military and Naval Academies. 
Application blanks and instructions have been 
w ade available to students at all 4.000 local boards in 
the Selective Service system. Each registrant must 
» » eet the cost of his transportation to and from a 
tailing center. 
The elaborate testing system w^ould have been 
Junked under a propcvsal by Rep. Kilday iD.. Texas) 
It its original form. On April 4 Kilday offered an 
amendment to the Military Training and Service bill 
forbidding educatimial deferment “as the result of, 
o r on the basis of, any test, examination, selection 
a>stem, or any other means” conducted by a govern­ 
ment agency or private institution. 
But the Kilday amendment as adopted by the 
House on April 11 provided merely: “No local board, 
appeal board, or other agency of the Selective Service 
Svstem shall be required to past pone or defer any 
<student* . . . solely on the basis of any test tor) 
examination.” Thus Selective Service could go ahead 
with Its examinations, but the final deci« ;ion on defer­ 
ment would remain with the local boards. 
The Senate 
version 
of 
the 
bill 
specifically 
authorizes the President to remove temporarily from 
training “not to exceed 75.000 persons annually in 
order to . . . engage in study or re.search . . . deter­ 
mined bv him to be in the national intere.'Jt.” Confer­ 
ences on the Senate and House versions of the bill 
were pa« :tponed during the Senate Mac Arthur hearings. 
To take the aptitude te.sts, students must: 
1) 
friend to request occupational deferment: 2) be under 
26 rears of age: 3) have already begun college or 
universitv studies and plan to continue them; 4) be 
taking the test for the first time. No provision has 
b*^en made for high school .nudents. Selective Service 
Director Hershey has said he believes “the great ma.ss 
of college freshmen will a.ssemble freely next fall with­ 
out interference from Selective Service.” 
Students in professional schools of medicine, 
dentbtry. o-teopathy. or veterinarv medicine would be 
dH<*rred on the ba.« ;l.s of a certificate from the .school 
stating that thev are .satl factorilv pursuing a full­ 
time course. Students in other graduate .schools would 
present a stat-ement from the school attesting that 
they are meeting requirements for a degree and are 
expected to obtain it. Students entering graduate 
schools would be required either to be in the upper 
h.ilf of the male section of their classes or to score 
75 or better on the aptitude test—equal to a score of 
120 or better on the Armv General Classification Test. 
S>*udent.s entering .senior year or taking five- or 
sfx-year undergraduate courses would have either to 
be in the upper three-fourths of the class or to score 
or better on the aptitude tests. Students entering 
Junior or sophomore year in college would have either 
to score 70 or better on the aptitude tests or stand, 
re» :pectively. in the upper two-thirds or upper one- 
half of the class.

He thereby introduces a highly controversial Issue 
a-d p'lce.c him.'elf on the side of labor union leaders, 
w; ■ >>ave been highly critical of him in other matters, 
and in oppa« ition to mast farm organizations. 
In his appearance before the Senate Banking 
C •mmittee at the opening of hearings on amendment 
rv' *-he act. Mr. Wilson was represented as supporting 
« M of President Truman’s recommendations as pre- 
srrded to Congress last month. But Mr. Truman 
appeared to urge subsidies only as a last resort. 
Either Mr. Truman has changed his mind or Mr. 
Wilson has gone a sten bevond what the President 
asked for In any event, the unfavorable reaction to 
the mobilization director’s proposal was immediately 
m anife.sted by some members of the committee. 
Senator Bricker wanted to know, for Instance, i f 
the proposal was not in principle a version of Secre­ 
tary Brannan’s plan, rejected by Congress last vear. 
Mr Wilson admitted it was “in a marginal way.” 
adding that he didn’t like the plan, either, but that 
.subsidies would be ased only in an emergency. 
That is a statement not likely to be readily 
accepted in view of the aggressive use of subsidies 
during World TYar IT. once they had congressional 
authorization, at a cast to the taxp>ayers of $4.250,000,- 
000 in the 1941-46 period. 


Wefl Rejected 


Several months ago the Soviet Union, without 
explanation, withdrew from negotiations among the 
United States and the other interested parties for a 
peace pact with Japan. These negotiations went for­ 
ward in Russia’s absence and have now’ reached the 
point w’here peace with Japan is counted apon this 
aummer. 
But now the Soviet Union propases that a confer­ 
ence of foreign ministers, including a representative 
of Communist China, be convened within two months 
•n prepare a peace draft for Japan. The gist of the 
Russian program Is a demilitarized Japan, from which 
American occupation forces w'ould be withdrawn. 
In this and other respects, such as admission of 
Red China to the pact negotiations, the Russian script 
rjn^ counter to the draft that the United States has 
pre-en^ed to the other interested powders. The Soviet 
ouîîine Is a maneuver to split the We.stem allies and 
forestall a separate peace pact between them and 
Japan 
The United States wants to push through a peace 
troaty without further delay. A conference of foreign 
m^^ilsters. with Ruasia participating, to negotiate a 
peare for Japan would get nowhere. 
’The Department of State did well to issue an 
Immediate forthright, public rejection of the latest 
Soviet propa^l “w^hich the Soviet Union makes 
pcriodicaUy whenever it wants to stall the conclusion 
of a Japanese peace. It has always been rejected and 
will be again.’

Rashes M ay Be 
Perplexing 
O 


ERMATOIXXIY Ia that branch 
of medicine concerned with 
the skin and the physician 
who has made this phase his 
speciality Is known as a dermatol­ 
ogist. His lot Is not an easy one 
because there are more than 2.(KX) 
skin disturbances and many are 
so closely related it may be difficult 
to tell them apart. 
Furthermore, 
the cause so often escapes detection 
that treatm ent is necessarily handi- 
capi>ed. 
Some blemishes have a preference 
for certain parts of the body. Acne, 
for example, favors the face 
chest, 
and back. 
Psoriasis, eczema, and 
seborrhea are not unusual on the 
scalp, and cold sores .select the lijis 
and other mucous membranes. Con­ 
trary to popular opinion, fungous 
Infections account for only a few 
of the eruptions noted on the hands 
and feet. Contact derm atitis and 
bacterial infections are just as prev­ 
alent and more disabling. 


Individuals with chronic skin dis­ 
orders are prone to go from one 
dermatologist to another. The one 
who is on the case when the erup­ 
tion disappears is hailed as a hero. 
This is justifiable in some cases, 
whereas in others nature should be 
given some of the credit. Certain 
outbreaks, for example, are self- 
limited; they last six to eight weeks 
and then vanish spontaneously. The 
physician who is on the job at that 
time obviously is the mam of the 
hour. 
But there are tricks to every 
trade and the wise dermatologist 
has found that many miracles occur 
by letting well enough alone. Skin 
blemishes are unsightly and the 
victims are likely to apply anything 
to obtain relief. They are so in­ 
sistent, the dermatologist is almost 
forced to give a prescription. Some­ 
times 
the 
rash 
continues 
even 
though the original lesions are gone. 
The explanation Is that derm atitis 
has developed because of irritation 
or sensitivity produced by the medi­ 
cation. 
Such 
an outbreak 
often 
dlsapfvears as soon as all drugs are 
stopped. Meanwhile, a simple cream 
may be employed to satisfy m an’» 
inherent desire for “something to 
put on.” Overtreatm ent derm atitis 
is ccMnmon, especially among those 
who think they are suffering from 
ringworm of the feet. There are 
other origins of blisters in this 
area, ajiid tiiey flare up when irri­ 
tated. The same thing may occur 
even though ringworm exi.sts; the 
solution that was strong enough 
to kill the fungus was also strong 
enough to burn or Irritate the skin. 


Many .'Jem disorders are of in­ 
ternal origin, hence salves and oint­ 
ments are of no value. One of the 
toughest involves the nervous sys­ 
tem and the patient may be doubt­ 
ful of ttie physician’s skill when 
he 
says 
that 
the 
derm atitis 
Is 
brought on by nerves. The .second 
obstacle is to find Itie cause of the 
cause. 
Why is the patient upset 
emotionally and why are these cu­ 
taneous mjuilfestations occurring? 
In many, the le.slons aptiear only 
w'hen the individual is upset; they 
fade 
when 
everything 
becomes 
peaceful. 
Skin cancer also falls into the 
realm of the dermatologist. These 
lesions do not grow as rapidly as 
other malignancies but when un­ 
attended their ultimate fate is the 
same. Sores that do not heal are 
open to suspicion; many become 
crusted but peel before complete 
healing has taken place. 
Others 
ulcerate and may or may not bleed. 
The lips and cheeks are favorite 
locations. The pigmented mole also 
must 
be 
treated 
with 
resjiect. 
Whenever it mcreases m .size or 
deepens in color, complete removal 
is likely to be recommended.

Fabulous Greeks Control Large Port Of World Shipping; Marshall Plan Ship­ 


ments Paid For Liberty Ships; Rollcall Reveals Vast Empire

WASHINGTON.—While the Unit­ 
ed States has poured several bil­ 
lion dollars into Gra?ce to prevent 
that aounlry from going Commun­ 
ist, a little group of Greek ship­ 
ping men have put acro.s.s the tyjie 
of high finance tiiat helps inspire 
conununisin. 
Paying alinoet im> taxt*» in tiu ir 
o w n country, and iu>l carrying 
Mar.shall Plan goods to Greece free, 
as did the governinent-owned ves­ 
sel» of France, England, Italy, etc., 
these Greek .shipping men bought 
surpliks American Liberty ship.» ; at 
bargain rates and, u.slng Greek gov­ 
ernm ent finances to guarantee their 
deals, now control a large part of 
the world's .shipping. 
Meanwhile the American public 
ha.s been paying heavy taxes to » u(>- 
port Greece. Meanwhile also 
the 
average G r e e k citizen living in 
Greece is only a few .steps removed 
from poverty, while the Greek .ship­ 
ping magnate.s live in luxury in New 
York and London. 
W hat they did wa« to buy 98 sur- 
plush Liberty ships with Greek gov­ 
ernm ent credit. Immediately there­ 
after, shipping r a t e s we nt up. 


thanks to the shipm ent of Marshall 
Plan goods abroad, and in two or 
three tiips the 
Greek 
m agnates 
were able to pay for the purchase 
price of the Liberty .ships. 
Then they turned 
around 
and 
used the huge profit,- to buy Ameri­ 
can oil tanker.',, and more recently 
to order const ruction of some of 
the biggc.st tankers in the oil in- 
du.stry. As a rc.siilt they will almo.d 
dominate the loiig-Urm oil iran.s- 
l>orl business.

Errors In China

he MILUONS of official words 
that .stream 
out 
of 
Senate 
committee hearings, and the 
jmo re 
millions 
of 
unofficial 
words spoken or written in popular 
discu%.sion, all deal witn one broad 
question, is Gen. Mac Arthur right 
or i.s Pre.sident Trum an right? The 
question 
has 
many 
angles 
and 
facet .s. The broad answer, likely to 
reflect the opinions and emotions 
ol most of the (leople lie.s in a 
comparison of the two men and 
their resijective association.s with 
(wo countries in the Far East— 
M acArthur’s with Japan, Trum an’s 
with China. 
The compari.son is c o n t r a s t . 
Japan, when M acArthur took it 
over, was an enemy nation. Mac- 
A rlhur’s taking over was by con­ 
quest. 
China, when Mr. Truman 
became respon.sible for our relations 
with it after becoming President m 
1945, was a friend and ally—had 
been our ally throughout the war 
and our friend historically. At the 
end 
of 
five 
year.s, 
M acArthur’s 
charge 
had 
become 
our 
friend. 
China, after our relations with it 
had been in charge of the Trum an 
administration for five year.s, was 
our enemy, its government a Com­ 
munist one making war upon us. 
While all this is an extremely 
simplified picture, it is es.sentially 
accurate, it is withn the framew’ork 
of the controversy 
between 
and 
about Presdent Trum an and Gen. 
MacArthur. This picture Is largely 
what the Senate committee dealt 
with in the six days of its hearings 
of Secretary of Defense Marshall 
last week. The committee aimed to 
determine what is best to do with 
our present relations with Commu­ 
nist 
China, 
a 
relation of 
war; 
whether it Is best to adopt a plan 
about conduct of the present stage 
of the war, proposed by Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur. or a different thought over­ 
lapping one proposed by President 
Truman. Along with this the com­ 
mittee went deep into the whole 
history of the Trum an Administra­ 
tion policy about China. 
With that policy Gen. Marshall 
had had close association. For more 
than a year—from December. 1945, 
to January. 1947—he was in China 
as a special representative of the 
President, later he was Secretarj* of 
State; still later he became and is 
now Secretary of Defense. 
Answers Were Candid 
Many of the question« asked of 


S+cretary Marshall Ia.st week had 
to do with an im portant part of 
« le policy about China, and his 
an.swers were candid 
The directive 
he had received from the Adminis­ 
tration was to bring about a truce 
between the longexisting National­ 
ist 
government of China 
under 
Chiang Kai-shek and a group that 
was attacking it 
Ujxm arrival in 
China Marshall discovered thait the 
leaders of the attacking group were 
Communi'.ts, zealous and truculent 
ones. 
Nevertheless MarNhall tried 
(vainly as it turned out» to bring 
the two groups into an integrated 
government. 
The attem pt at an 
integrated government stand.s as 
Jusiiflcation for criticism oi M ar­ 
shall’s judgment. 
Critics of his 
course are on tenable grounds when 
they .say he ought to have known 
that whenever communism gets a 
foothold in an existing government 
it strives hard to take the country 
all the way into communism. An 
outstanding example of succes.s m 
this is Czechoslovakia. 


Tragic Error 


One detail of the Truman Ad­ 
m inistration’s course about Chiua, 
now readily recognizable as a tragic 
error was discouragement of the 
long-standing and thoroughly anti­ 
com m unist Nationali.st government 
under Chiang Kai-.shek. re.sulting in 
• advantage to the anti-Chiang group 
that is today the Communist gov­ 
ernment of China. Another error 
was failure to take with '.uffincnt 
seriousness warnings of how great 
a danger to the United States the 
fall of China to Rus.sian commu­ 
nism would be The wa^nínR^ were 
many and from high .sources, in­ 
cluding m ilitary experts and schol­ 
ar» familiar with world history. The 
gist of the warnings was that if 
Russian communism should overrun 
China, the capacity of the United 
States to defend itself agianst a t­ 
tack by Russia would come in ques­ 
tion. TTie warnings are now largely 
supported by pre,sent condition.» . It 
is familiar that the Pacific defense 
line of the United States has been 
endangered by aggression of Rus­ 
sian 
communi.sm 
in 
China 
and 
Korea, and would be more than 
merely endangered if F o r m o s a 
should pas.s under control of Rus­ 
sian communi.sm.

WASHINGTON — President Tru­ 
man placed upon General Mac­ 
A rthur on January 13 last the res- 
pon.slbility of deciding whether or 
not 
to 
evacuate 
United 
Nations 
troops from Korea—a question of 
both policy and military Impionance 
not only to America but to her 
allie.s. 
T hat’.s the neason why the Ja n ­ 
uary 13 message from the President 
was not a “directive.” General Mac­ 
Arthur was to decide, after reading 
so me general observation» from the 
President. 
This information, obtained from 
Capitol Hill source.s, is partly re- 
veaU'd In the testimony of General 
Mar.shall. 
The all-im portant message which 
General MacArthur sent to W ash­ 
ington ju.st prior to January 13 ask­ 
ed 
specific 
instruction 
o n 
three 
points—whether he was to evacuate 
his troops from Korea, hold on for 
a limited period, or try to stay on 
Indefinitely. The General asked for 
.such instructions because previous 
mes.sages to him were not clear. He 
never did get a direct reply to his 
queries. Instead, a me.ssage in ab­ 
stract teims came from the Presi­ 
dent referring to various objectives 
of the war in Korea and winding 
up with the comment that the mess­ 
age wa.s not a •*dlre<'tlve.” 
Dei'lined Taking IteHponaibiliiy 
General Collins, w’ho was in Tokyo 
conferring with General MacArthur 
a t the time, thought Mr. Trum an 
m eant that the UN forces were to 
stay a limited time. General Van- 
denberg, who wa» present at the 
Tokyo 
conference, 
expressed 
the 
opinion that the President’s message 
m eant an indefinite resistance and 
no evacuation. 
General M acArthur himself in­ 
terpreted the President’s message to 
mean that he should continue In­ 
definitely to resist and that evacua­ 
tion was not to be considered a t all. 
He promptly notified General Ridg- 
way of this decision. 
'The interesting thing about the 
episode is that, despite the presence 
in W ashington of most of the high 
officials who comprise the National 
Security 
Council, 
including 
the 
President, the Administration here 
declined to take the respion.'^ibility 
for making the real decision of pcJi- 
cy at that time in Korea. 
While this very im portant con­ 
ference w’as going on in Tokyo, Gen­ 
eral Collins had with him a copy 
of the January 12 recommendations 
of the Joint Chiels of Staff covering 
the four points first mentioned m 
General 
M acArthur’s 
address 
to 
Congres-s concerning a blockade, the 
u.se of Nationalist troop.s, iind air 
reconnaissance over M anchuria and 


China’s coastal areas. 
It was mentioned in the confer­ 
ence but no copy of this memoran­ 
dum was left with General Mac­ 
Arthur. Nothing was said to him to 
the effect that, when he did get 
the January 12 communication—a« 
he did two weeks later by mail—he 
was to disregard it or to consider it 
as having been modified by the very 
general observations made in the 
January 13 mes'age of the Presi­ 
dent. 
The 
foieguing 
illustrates 
why 
Senator Ru.s.sell of Georgia. Demo­ 
crat, chau inun of the Senate .Armed 
Service.s Committee, notified Gen­ 
eral Marshall on Monday that tii» 
committee had bt*en getting Infnr- 
mation and messages in “dribbles” 
and that now it wanted a complete 
and comprehensive account of the 
messages exchanged and aot just 
portions of the messages. 
Testimony Not Clear 
Again and again senators asked 
the Secretary of Defense to pomt 
out in what respects the January 13 
message from President Truman to 
General MacArthur was to be con­ 
sidered as modifying or contradict­ 
ing the January 12 paper 
o f the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Secretary 
Marshall declined to give this in­ 
formation. .stating that he prefer- 
red the committee get H from Gen­ 
eral Bradley. 
Senator Ru.ssell also pointed out 
to Secretary Marshall that the com­ 
mittee was desirous of getting a 
written memorandum stating speci­ 
fically w'hat directive or orders or 
policies General M acArthur 1« al­ 
leged to have violated a» a fore­ 
runner to dismissal. Up to now the 
testimony of the Secretary of De­ 
fense on this has been far from 
clear. 
When other witnesses are put on 
the stand, it will become apparent 
that the so-called “directive” 
o f 
December 6, which asked that all 
officials here and abroad refrain 
from 
making 
public 
statem ents 
without clearing them with W ash­ 
ington, was interpreted by W afh- 
ington officials themselves—who ad­ 
vised General M acArthur—as in­ 
tended to apply to adresses and 
speec'hes and not to the command­ 
er’s comment on military events in 
Korea 
nor 
to 
conversations 
or 
letters. If the latter fact is estab­ 
lished—namely, that General Mac­ 
Arthur wa« so advised subsequent 
to the December 6 “directive"—this 
im portant bit of evidence would 
throw a good deal of light on the 
w'hole controversy. Senators fami­ 
liar with the background say su ti 
evideiKe exists and will be produced.

The Doctrine Of 
Perfection 
F 


RANKLIN D. Roosevelt tried to 
establish 
the 
doctrine 
that 
there are good countries and 
bad: that there are good dic­ 
tators and bad ones. 
Stalin was a 
good dictator: Hitler and Franco 
were bad dictators. 
CTilang Kai- 
shek. during part of this period, 
was a good dictator; then he be­ 
came corrupt. 
The doctrine of perfection which 
Roo.sevelt applied abroad, neither 
he nor Harry Trum an applied in 
the United States or among the 
coimtrie.s which we .supported with 
our largesse. 
The Kefauver Inves­ 
tigation surely disclosed numerous 
comiption.s in our own country, to 
.say nothing of the existence of a 
black m arket during the war which 
was not without .some sanction by 
official 
personalities. 
Some 
day, 
when there Is another di.spensatlon, 
Investigations will be made into the 
extraordinary earnings by public 
officials, during periods of high 
taxation, when most Americans can 
barely put away a dollar. 
However, that is not the point of 
this discussion, which is. rather, 
that when the United States needs 
and seeks allies, its mea.sure mu.st 
be their value to the United States. 
We have been led astray from that 
basic doctrine by the global baloney 
which is constantly being .sliced for 
us. 
We are brought back to it by 
General Douglas MacArthur. who 
in his testimony said: 
“The basic rea.son for the support 
that might be rendered to (Chiang 
K ai-shek> is 
. 
because the in­ 
terests of the United 
States of 
America coincide with anyone w’ho 
is oppo.sed to communism. It do€ ‘sn*t 
necessarily mean that we approve 
of everything he says or does. But 
It does mean that he assists us in 
our re.sistance to this world men­ 
ace; and that anv choice between 
him and communism would na­ 
turally resolve in his favor.” 
General 
Douglas 
M acArthur 
knows, as does evervbody who has 
worked in this field, that the Ache- 


interests Include Dimltrlos J. Chan- 
dris; George Coutsouveils; s. G., 
Marls A. and Michael A. Embiricos; 
Leonard. Basil. Nicholas and Mich­ 
ael Goulandrls; Con.stantine Ko- 
nlalidi.s: pjuiaghls C. Lemos; Ebmit- 
nos Patera» ; Nicholas Rethymnls; 
O., Alexandroft and Nomicas Siga- 
las; 
Evangelos

Formosa is unrelated to ^ e iietda 
and purposes of the United States 
but fcs a defensive measure to pro­ 
tect their vested interest in their 
owm mi.stakea. 
That they should 
so respond to a situation that can 
ruin their reputations and destrov 
their political careers ia neither un- 
asual nor unnatural. 
Yet. the Issue k ,v) much bigger 
than these men, and a.s General 
M acArthur has .said. It is not du.st 
that is settling cm the soil of Korea 
but the blocxl of our sons. 
If For­ 
mosa is unnecessary for the defen.se 
of the United %States. then there ran 
be no reason for quarreling over 
this iMue, but General MacArthur 
holds: 
“A—It k my own per.sonal opin­ 
ion that the greatest political mis­ 
take we made in a hundred years 
in the Pacific. W’as in allowing *he 
Communists to grow in power in 
China. 
“I think, at one stroke, we undid 
everything, starting from John Hay, 
through 
Taft. 
Leonard 
Wax!. 
Wfxxirow Wilson. Henrv Stimson. 
and all those great architects of our 
Pacific policy. 
"I believe it wa.s fundamental, 
and T believe we will pay for k for 
a centurv. 
“O — Well, k t m ask the direct 
question: 
“W hat w'ould you have done — 
W’hat would you have adv'ised. u’;der 
the circumstances that existed back 
there in 1945 — what would you 
have done? 
“A — I would have given such as­ 
sistance to the conservative govern­ 
ment of China as to have checked 
the growing tide of communism. 
“A very little help and assistanct, 
in my belief, at that time, would 
have accomplished that purpose. 
“Q — For a good many years yo« 
have been acquainted. I take ft, 
with the Russians and with th« 
Communist infiltration. 
“Would you have soueht to hav» 
gotten tho.se two forces together? 
“A — I did not catch the question. 
•*Q — Would you have sought to 
have 
amalgamated 
the 
Commies 
and 
Nationalists — have gotten 
them together? 
“A — Just about as much chance 
as getting them together as that 
oil and water will mix. 
“Q — That was your Idea at that 
time, too, was it not? 
“A — It would be then, and 
always. 
The whole history of the 
W’orld shows that.” 
In that colloquy lies the whole 
story of the greatest mistake in a 
century. Time alone can show how 
damaging, 
how’ devastating

been the errors of Teheran and 
Yalta.

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Deferment For Students 


Yesterday was the deadline (it may be extended) 
for college Btu dents to apply for scholastic aptitude 
tests to establish eligibility for draft deferment. The 
to Us will be given on May 26. June 16, and June SO. 
Saturdays, also on Thursday, July 12, for students 
certifying that their religious principles forbid them 
to take the test on a Saturday. At least 225,000 of the 
one million non-veteran males now in college are 
expected to apply for examination. 
The tests will be offered at about 1,200 centers in 
tne United States and territories under the adminis­ 
tration of the Educational Testing Service, Princeton, 
lf. J. This agency conducts examinations at present 
for the U. S. Navy. Department of State, Atomic 
Energy Commission, Military and Naval Academies. 
Application blanks and instructions have been 
made available to students at all 4 OOO local boards in 
♦he Selective Service system. Each registrant must 
meet the cast of his transportation to and from a 
tastin g center. 
The elaborate testing system would have been 
Junked under a proposal by Rep Kilday (D., Texas) 
In its original form. On April 4 Kilday offered an 
amendment to the Military Training and Service bill 
forbidding educational deferment “as the result of, 
or on the basis of, any test, examination, selection 
gystem, or any other means” conducted by a govern­ 
ment agency or private institution. 
But the Kilday amendment as adopted by the 
House on April ll provided merely: “No local board, 
appeal board, or other agency of the Selective Service 
6vstem shall be required to pastpone or defer any 
(student) . . . solely on the basis of any test for) 
examination ” Thus Selective Service could go ahead 
with Its examinations, but the final decision on defer­ 
ment would remain with the local boards. 
The 
Senate 
version 
of 
the 
bill 
specifically 
authorizes the President to remove temporarily from 
training “not to exceed 75.000 persons annually in 
order to . . . engage in study or research . . . deter­ 
mined bv him to be in the national interest.” Confer­ 
ences on the Senate and House versions of the bill 
were pastponed during the Senate MacArthur hearings. 
To take the aptitude tests, students must: 
I) 
intend to request occupational deferment; 2) be under 
26 years of aee: 3) have already begun college or 
university studies and plan to continue them: 4) be 
taking the test for the first time. No provision has 
been made for hierh school students. Selective Service 
Director Hershey has said he believes “the great mass 
of colleee freshmen will assemble freely next fall with­ 
out interference from Sflective Service.” 
Students in professional schools of medicine, 
dentistry, osteopathy, or veterinary medicine would be 
d eferred on the basis of a certificate from the school 
stating that thev are satisfactorily pursuing a full­ 
time course. Students in other graduate schools would 
present a statement from the school attesting that 
they are meeting requirements for a degree and are 
expected to obtain it. Students entering graduate 
schools w'ould be required either to be in the upper 
half of the male section of their classes or to score 
75 or better on the aptitude test—equal to a score of 
120 or better on the Army General Classification Test. 
Students entering senior year or taking five- or 
six-year undergraduate courses would have either to 
be in the upper three-fourths of the class or to score 
TO or better on the aptitude tests. Students entering 
Junior or sophomore year in college would have either 
to score 70 or berier on the aptitude tests or stand, 
respectively, in the upper two-thirds or upper one- 
half of the class.

Rashes M ay Be 
Perplexing 
D 


ERMATOLOGY is that branch 
of medicine concerned with 
the skin and the physician 
who has made this phase his 
speciality is known as a derm atol­ 
ogist. His lot is not an easy one 
because there are more than 2.000 
skin disturbances and many are 
so closely related it may be difficult 
to tell them apart. 
Furthermore, 
the cause so often escapes detection 
that treatm ent is necessarily handi­ 
capped. 
Some blemishes have a preference 
for certain parts of the body. Acne, 
for example, favors the face 
chest, 
and back. 
Psoriasis, eczema, and 
seborrhea are not unusual on the 
scalp, and cold sores select the lips 
and other mucous membranes. Con­ 
trary to popular opinion, fungous 
infections account for only a few 
of the eruptions noted on the hands 
and feet. Contact derm atitis and 
bacterial infections are just as prev­ 
alent and more disabling. 


Individuals with chronic skin dis­ 
orders are prone to go from one 
dermatologist to another. The one 
who is on the case when the erup­ 
tion disappears is hailed as a hero. 
This is justifiable in some cases, 
whereas in others nature should be 
given some of the credit. Certain 
outbreaks, for example, are self­ 
limited; they last six to eight weeks 
and then vanish spontaneously. The 
physician who is on the job at that 
time obviously is the m an of the 
hour. 
But there are tricks lo every 
trade and the wise dermatologist 
has found th at many miracles occur 
by letting well enough alone. Skin 
blemishes are unsightly and the 
victims are likely to apply anything 
to obtain relief. They are so in­ 
sistent, the dermatologist is almost 
forced to give a prescription. Some­ 
times 
the 
rash 
continues 
even 
though the original lesions are gone. 
The explanation Is th at derm atitis 
has developed because of irritation 
or sensitivity produced by the medi­ 
cation. 
Such 
an outbreak 
often 
disappears as soon as all drugs are 
stopped. Meanwhile, a .simple cream 
may be employed to satisfy m an's 
inherent desire for “something to 
put on.” Overtreatm ent derm atitis 
is common, especially among those 
who think they are suffering from 
ringworm of the feet. There are 
other origins of blisters in this 
area, and they flare up when irri­ 
tated. The same thing may occur 
even though ringworm exists; Hie 
solution th at was strong enough 
to kill the fungus was also strong 
enough to burn or irritate the skin. 


Many skin disorders are of in­ 
ternal origin, hence salves and oint­ 
ments are of no value. One of the 
toughest involves the nervous sys­ 
tem and the patient may be doubt­ 
ful of the physician’s skill when 
he 
says 
th at the derm atitis 
is 
brought on by nerves. The second 
obstacle is to find the cause of the 
cause. 
Why is the patient upset 
emotionally and why are these cu­ 
taneous manifestations occurring? 
In many, the lesions appear only 
when the individual is upset; they 
fade 
when 
everything 
becomes 
peaceful. 
Skin cancer also falls into the 
realm of the dermatologist. These 
lesions do not grow as rapidly as 
other malignancies but when un­ 
attended their ultimate fate is the 
same. Sores that do not heal are 
open to suspicion; many become 
crusted but peel before complete 
healing has taken place. 
Others 
ulcerate and may or may not bleed. 
The lips and cheeks are favorite 
locations. The pigmented mole also 
must 
be 
treated 
with 
respect. 
Whenever it increases m size or 
deepens in color, complete removal 
is likely to be recommended.

Well Rejected 


Several months ago the Soviet Union, without 
explanation, withdrew from negotiations among the 
United States and the other interested parties for a 
peace pact with Japan. These negotiations went for­ 
ward in Russia’s absence and have now reached the 
point where peace with Japan is counted upon this 
rimmer. 
But now the Soviet Union proposes that a confer­ 
ence of foreign ministers, including a representative 
of Communist China, be convened within two months 
to p rep are a peace draft for Japan. The gist of the 
Russian program Is a demilitarized Japan, from which 
A m erican occupation forces would be withdrawn. 
In this and other respects, such as admission of 
Red China to the pact negotiations, the Russian script 
runs counter to the draft that the United States has 
precented to the other interested powers. The Soviet 
outline Is a maneuver to split the Western allies and 
to forestall a separate peace pact between them and 
Japan. 
T he United States wants to push through a peace 
treaty without further delay. A conference of foreign 
ministers, with Russia participating, to negotiate a 
peace for Japan would get nowhere. 
The Department of State did well lo issue an 
immediate forthright, public rejection of the latest 
Soviet proposal “which the Soviet Union makes 
periodically whenever it wants to stall the conclusion 
of a Japanese peace. It has always been rejected and 
will be again.’

The broad answer, likely to 
reflect the opinions and emotions 
ot most of the people lies in a 
comparison of the two men and 
their respective associations with 
two countries in the Far East— 
MacArthur'* with Japan, Trum an's 
with China. 
The comparison is c o n t r a s t . 
Japan, when MacArthur took it 
over, was an enemy nation. Mac­ 
A rthur^ taking over was by con­ 
quest. 
China, when Mr. Trum an 
became responsible for our relations 
with it after becoming President in 
1945, was a friend and ally -h ad 
been our ally throughout the war 
and our friend historically. At the 
end 
of 
five 
years. 
Mac A rthur’s 
charge 
had 
become 
our 
friend. 
China, after our relations with it 
had been in charge of the Trum an 
adm inistration for five years, was 
our enemy, its government a Com­ 
munist one making war upon us. 
While all this is an extremely 
simplified picture, it is essentially 
accurate, it is withn the framework 
of the controversy between and 
about Presdent Truman and Gen. 
MacArthur. This picture is largely 
what the Senate committee dealt 
with in the six days of its hearings 
of Secretary of Defense Marshall 
last week. The committee aimed to 
determine what is best to do with 
our present relations with Commu­ 
nist 
China, 
a 
relation of 
war: 
whether it Is best to adopt s plan 
about conduct of the present stage 
of the war. proposed by Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur. or a different thought over­ 
lapping one proposed by President 
Truman. Along with this the com­ 
mittee went deep into the whole 
history of the Trum an Administra­ 
tion policy about China. 
With that policy Gen. Marshall 
had had close association For more 
than a year—from December. 1945, 
to January. 1947—he was in China 
as a special representative of the 
President, later he was Secretary of 
State; still later he became and is 
now Secretary of Defense 
Answers Were Candid 
Many of the questions asked of 


Secretary Marshall last week had 
to do with an im portant part of 
the policy about China, and his 
answers were candid. The directive 
he had received from the Adminis­ 
tration was to bring about a truce 
between the longexisting National­ 
ist 
government of China 
under 
Chiang Kai-shek and a group th at 
was attacking it. 
Upon arrival in 
China Marshall discovered that the 
leaders of the attacking group were 
Communists, zealous and truculent 
ones. 
Nevertheless M arshall tried 
(vainly as it turned out) to bring 
the two groups into an integrated 
government. 
The attem pt at an 
integrated government stands as 
justification for criticism of Mar­ 
shall’s Judgment. 
Critics of his 
course are on tenable grounds when 
they say he ought to have known 
th at whenever communism gets a 
foothold in an existing government 
it strives hard to take the country 
all the way into communism. An 
outstanding example of success in 
this is Czechoslovakia. 


Tragic Error 


One detail of the Truman Ad­ 
m inistration’s course about China, 
now readily recognizable as a tragic 
error was discouragement of the 
long-standing and thoroughly anti­ 
com m unist Nationalist government 
under Chiang Kai-shek, resulting rn 
* advantage to the anti-Chiang group 
that is today the Communist gov­ 
ernm ent of China. 
Another error 
was failure to take with sufficient 
seriousness warnings of how great 
a danger to the United States the 
fall of China to Russian commu­ 
nism would be The warnings were 
many and from high sources, in­ 
cluding military experts and schol­ 
ars familiar with world history. The 
gist of the warnings was that if 
Russian communism should overrun 
China, the capacity of the United 
States to defend itself aglanst a t­ 
tack by Russia would come in ques­ 
tion. The warnings are now largely 
supported by present conditions. It 
is familiar th at the Pacific defens* 
line of the United States has been 
endangered by aggression of Rus­ 
sian 
communism 
in 
China 
and 
Korea, and would be more than 
merely endangered if F o r m o s a 
should pass under control of Rus­ 
sian communism.

Chiang Kai- 
shek. during part of this period, 
was a good dictator; then he be­ 
came corrupt. 
The doctrine of perfection which 
Roosevelt applied abroad, neither 
he nor Harry Trum an applied in 
the United States or among the 
countries which we supported with 
our largesse. 
The Kefauver inves­ 
tigation surely disclosed numerous 
corruptions in our own country, to 
say nothing of the existence of a 
black market during the war which 
was not without some sanction by 
official 
personalities.

Deferment For Students 


Y esterday was the deadline (It m ay be extended) 
for eolJege studen ts to apply for scholastic aptitude 
t e a s to establish eligibility for d raft deferm ent. The 
tests will be given on May 26, Ju n e 16, and Ju n e 30, 
Satu rdays, also on Thursday, July 12. for students 
certifying th at their religious principles forbid them 
to take the test on a Saturday. At least 225,000 of the 
one million non-veteran m ales now in college are 
expected to apply for exam ination. 
The tests will be offered at about 1,200 centers in 
tTie United S tates and territories under the adm in is­ 
tration of the Educational T esting Service, Princeton, 
H. J . T his agency conducts exam inations at present 
for the U. S. Navy, D epartm ent of State, Atomic 
Energy Com m ission. M ilitary and N aval Academ ies. 
Application blanks and instructions have been 
m ad e available to studen ts at all 4.000 local boards in 
th e Selective Service system . 
Each registran t m ust 
meet the cast of his transportation to and from a 
testing center. 
The elaborate testing system would have been 
Junked under a proposal by Rep. K ilday (D„ T exas) 
in its original form. 
On April 4 K ilday offered an 
am endm ent to the M ilitary T raiiling and Service bill 
forbidding educational deferm ent "a s the result of, 
or on the basis of, any test, exam ination, selection 
system , or any other m ean s” conducted by a govern­ 
m ent agency or private institution. 
But the K ilday am endm ent as adopted by the 
House on April 11 provided m erely: "N o local board, 
appeal board, or other agency of the Selective Service 
System shall be required to pastpone or defer any 
(student) . . . solely on the basis of any test for) 
exam ination .” Thus Selective Service could go ahead 
w ith its exam inations, but the final decision on defer­ 
m ent would rem ain with the local boards. 
The 
Sen ate 
version 
of 
the 
bill 
specifically 
authorizes the President to remove tem porarily from 
train in g "not to exceed 75,000 persons annually in 
order to . . . engage in study or research . . . deter­ 
m ined by him to be in the national interest,” Confer­ 
ences on the Senate and House versions of the bill 
were postponed during the Senate M ac A rthur hearings. 
To take the aptitude tests, studen ts m ust: 
1) 
Intend to request occupational deferm ent: 2) be under 
26 years of aee: 3> have already begun college or 
university studies and plan to continue them : 4) be 
tak in g the test for the first time. No provision h as 
been m ade for high school students. Selective Service 
D irector Hershev h as said he believes "th e great m ass 
of college freshm en will assem ble freely next fall w ith­ 
out interference from Selective Service.” 
Studen ts 
in 
professional 
schools 
of 
medicine, 
dentistry, osteopathy, or veterinary m edicine would be 
deferred on the basis of a certificate from the school 
sla tin g th at thev are satisfactorily pursuing a fu ll­ 
tim e course. Students in other graduate schools would 
present a statem ent from the school attestin g th a t 
they are m eeting requirem ents for a degree and are 
expected to obtain it, 
Students entering graduate 
schools would be required either to be in the upper 
h a lf of the m ale section of their classes or to score 
75 or better on the aptitude test—equal to a score of 
120 or better on the Army G eneral C lassification T est. 
Students entering senior year or taking five- or 
six-y ear undergraduate courses would have either to 
be in the upper three-fourths of the class or to score 
70 or better on the aptitude tests. Students entering 
Junior or sophom ore year in college would have either 
to score 70 or better on the aptitude tests or stand, 
respectively, in the upper tw o-thirds or upper one- 
h alf of the class.

W ilson’s advocacy of gran ting 
authority now for 
"Mmited” farm subsidies as a m eans of rolling back 
food prices. 
He thereby introduces a highly controversial issue 
and places him self on the side of labor union leaders, 
who have been highly critical of him in other m atters, 
and in opposition to m ost farm organizations. 
In his appearance before the Senate B anking 
Com m ittee at the opening of hearings on am endm ent 
of the act, Mr. Wilson was represented as supporting 
ell of President T rum an ’s recom m endations as pre­ 
sented to Congress last m onth. 
B u t Mr. Trum an 
appeared to urge subsidies only as a la st resort. 
Either Mr. Trum an h as changed his m ind or Mr. 
Wilson h as gone a step bevond w hat the President 
a^ked for. In any event, the unfavorable reaction to 
the m obilization director’s proposal w as im m ediately 
m anifested by som e m em bers of the com m ittee. 
Senator Bricker wanted to know, for instance, If 
the proposal w as not in principle a version of Secre­ 
tary B ran n an ’s plan, rejected by Congress la st year. 
Mr. Wilson adm itted it w as "in a m arginal w ay,” 
adding th at he didn’t like the plan, either, but th at 
subsidies would be used only in an em ergency. 
T h at is a statem en t not likely to be readily 
accepted in view of the aggressive use of subsidies 
during Wforld W ar n. once they had congressional 
authorization, at a cast to the taxpayers of $4,250,000,- 
000 in the 1941-46 period. 


Well Rejected 


Several m onths ago the Soviet Union, w ithout 
explanation, withdrew from negotiations am ong the 
U nited States and the other interested parties for a 
peace pact with Jap an . These negotiations went for­ 
ward in R u ssia’s absence and have now reached the 
point where peace with Ja p a n is counted upon this 
sum m er. 
But now the Soviet Union proposes th at a confer­ 
ence of foreign m inisters, including a representative 
of Com m unist China, be convened within two m onths 
to prepare a peace d raft for Jap an . The gist of the 
R ussian program is a dem ilitarized Jap an , from which 
Am erican occupation forces would be withdrawn. 
In this and other respects, such as adm ission of 
Red China to the pact negotiations, the R ussian script 
runs counter to the d raft th at the U nited States h as 
presented to the other interested powers. The Soviet 
outline is a m aneuver to split the W estern allies and 
to forestall a sep arate peace pact between them and 
Jap an . 
The United S tates w ants to push through a peace 
treaty without furth er delay. A conference of foreign 
m inisters, with R ussia participating, to negotiate a 
peacp for Ja p a n would get nowhere. 
The D epartm ent of State did well to issue an 
im m ediate forthright, public rejection of the latest 
Soviet 
proposal 
"w hich 
the 
Soviet Union 
m akes 
periodically whenever it w ants to stall the conclusion 
of a Jap an ese peace. It has alw ays been rejected and 
will be again*'

Rashes M a y Be 
Perplexing 
D 


e r m a t o l o g y i* that branch 
of medicine concerned with 
the skin and the physician 
who has made this phase his 
speciality is known as a dermatol­ 
ogist. His lot is not an easy one 
because there are more than 2,000 
skin disturbances and many are 
so closely related it may be difficult 
to tell them apart. 
Furthermore, 
the cause so often escapes detection 
that treatment is necessarily handi­ 
capped. 
Some blemishes have a preference 
for certain parts of the body. Acne, 
for example, favors the face 
chest, 
and back. 
Psoriasis, eczema, and 
seborrhea are not unusual on the 
scalp, and cold sores select the lip« 
and other mucous membranes. Con­ 
trary to popular opinion, fungous 
infections account for only a few 
of the eruptions noted on the hands 
and feet. 
Contact dermatitis and 
bacterial infections are just as prev­ 
alent and more disabling. 


Individuals with chronic skin dis­ 
orders are prone to go from one 
dermatologist to another. The one 
who is on the case when the erup­ 
tion disappears is hailed as a hero. 
This is justifiable in some cases, 
whereas in others nature should be 
given some of the credit. Certain 
outbreaks, for example, are self­ 
limited; they last six to eight weeks 
and then vanish spontaneously. The 
physician who is on the job at that 
time obviously is the man of the 
hour. 
But there are tricks to every 
trade and the wise dermatologist 
has found that many miracles occur 
by letting well enough alone. Skin 
blemishes are unsightly and the 
victims are likely to apply anything 
to obtain relief. They are so in­ 
sistent, the dermatologist is almost 
forced to give a prescription. Some­ 
times 
the 
rash 
continues 
even 
though the original lesions are gone. 
The explanation Is that dermatitis 
has developed because of irritation 
or sensitivity produced by the medi­ 
cation. 
Such 
an outbreak often 
disappears as soon as all drugs are 
stopped. Meanwhile, a simple cream 
may be employed to satisfy man’s 
inherent desire for "something to 
put on.” Overtreatment dermatitis 
is common, especially among those 
who think they are suffering from 
ringworm of the feet. There are 
other origins of blisters in this 
area, and they flare up when irri­ 
tated. The same thing may occur 
even though ringworm exists; the 
solution that was strong enough 
to kill the fungus was also strong 
enough to burn or Irritate the skin. 


Many skin disorders are of in­ 
ternal origin, hence salves and oint­ 
ments are of no value. One of the 
toughest involves the nervous sys­ 
tem and the patient may be doubt­ 
ful of the physician’s skill when 
he 
says 
that 
the 
dermatitis 
is 
brought on by nerves. The second 
obstacle is to find the cause of the 
cause. 
Why is the patient upset 
emotionally and why are these cu­ 
taneous manifestations occurring? 
In many, the lesions appear only 
when the individual is upset; they 
lade 
when 
everything 
becomes 
peaceful. 
Skin cancer also falls into the 
realm of the dermatologist. These 
lesions do not grow as rapidly as 
other malignancies but when un­ 
attended their ultimate fate is the 
same. Sores that do not heal are 
open to suspicion; many become 
crusted but peel before complete 
healing has taken place. 
Others 
ulcerate and may or may not bleed. 
The lips and cheeks are favorite 
locations. The pigmented mole also 
must 
be 
treated 
with 
respect. 
Whenever it increases in size or 
deepens in color, complete removal 
is likely to be recommended.

WASHINGTON.—While the Unit­ 
ed States has poured several bil­ 
lion dollars into Greece to prevent 
that eountry from going Commun­ 
ist, a little group of Greek ship­ 
ping men have put across the type 
of high finance that helps inspire 
communism. 
Paying almost no taxes in their 
ow n country, and n o t carrying 
Marshall Plan goods to Greece free, 
as did the government-owned ves­ 
sels of France, England, Italy, etc., 
these Greek shipping men bought 
surplus American Liberty ships at 
bargain rates and. using Greek gov­ 
ernment finances to guarantee their 
deals, now control a large part of 
the worlds shipping. 
Meanwhile the American public 
has been paying heavy taxes to sup­ 
port Greece. Meanwhile also 
the 
average G r e e k citizen living in 
Greece is only a few steps removed 
from poverty, while the Greek ship­ 
ping magnates live in luxury in New 
York and London. 
Whnt they did was to buy 98 sur- 
plush Liberty ships with Greek gov­ 
ernment credit. Immediately there­ 
after, shipping r a t e s w e n t up, 


thanks to the shipment of Marshall 
Plan goods abroad, and in two or 
three trips the 
Greek 
magnates 
were able to pay for the purchase 
price of the Liberty ships. 
Then they turned 
around 
and 
used the huge profits to buy Ameri­ 
can oil tankers, and more recently 
to order construction of some of 
the biggest tankers in the oil in­ 
dustry. As a result they wall almost 
dominate the long-term oil trans­ 
port business. 
Greek Rollcall 
Here is the continued rollcall of 
the fabulous Greeks and the ship­ 
ping empire they have amassed —

Aristoles S, Onassis, who oper- 
erates a great tanker fleet through

HE MILLIONS of official words 
that stream 
out of 
Senate 
committee hearings, and the 
more 
millions 
of 
unofficial 
words spoken or written in popular 
discussion, all deal with one broad 
question, is Gen. Mac Arthur right 
or is President Truman right? The 
question 
has 
many 
angles 
and 
facets. The broad answrer, likely to 
reflect the opinions and emotions 
oi most of the people lies in a 
comparison of the two men and 
their respective associations with 
two countries in the Far East— 
Mac Arthur’s with Japan, Truman's 
with China. 
The comparison is c o n t r a s t . 
Japan, when MacArthur 
took it 
over, was an enemy nation. Mac- 
Arthur’s taking over was by con­ 
quest. 
China, when Mr. Truman 
became responsible for our relations 
with it after becoming President in 
1945, was a friend and ally—had 
been our ally throughout the war 
and our friend historically. At the 
end 
of 
five 
years, 
MacArthur’s 
charge 
had 
become 
our 
friend. 
China, after our relations with it 
had been in charge of the Truman 
administration for five years, was 
our enemy, its government a Com­ 
munist one making war upon us. 
While all this is an extremely 
simplified picture, it is essentially 
accurate, it is withn the framework 
of the controversy between and 
about Presdent Truman and Gen. 
MacArthur. This picture is largely 
what the Senate committee dealt 
with in the six days of its hearings 
of Secretary of Defense Marshall 
last week. The committee aimed to 
determine what is best to do with 
our present relations w’ith Commu­ 
nist 
China, 
a 
relation 
of 
war; 
whether it is best to adopt a plan 
about conduct of the present stage 
of the war, proposed by Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur, or a different thought over­ 
lapping one proposed by President 
Truman. Along with this the com­ 
mittee went deep into the whole 
history of the Truman Administra­ 
tion policy about China. 
With that polioy Gen. Marshall 
had had close association. For more 
than a year—from December. 1945, 
to January, 1947—he was in China 
as a special representative of the 
President, later he was Secretary of 
State; still later he became and is 
now Secretary of Defense. 
Answers Were Candid 
Many oi the questions asked oi

Secretary Marshall last week had 
to do with an important part of 
the policy about China, and his 
answers were candid. The directive 
he had received from the Adminis­ 
tration was to bring about a truce 
between the longexisting National­ 
ist 
government of China 
under 
Chiang Kai-shek and a group that 
was attacking it. Upon arrival in 
China Marshall discovered that the 
leaders of the attacking group were 
Communists, zealous and truculent 
ones. 
Nevertheless Marshall tried 
(vainly as it turned out) to bring 
the two groups into an integrated 
government. 
The attempt at an 
integrated 
government stands as 
justification for criticism of Mar­ 
shall’s Judgment. 
Critics of his 
course are on tenable grounds when 
they say he ought to have known 
that whenever communism gets a 
foothold in an existing government 
it strives hard to take the country 
all the way into communism. An 
outstanding example of success in 
this is Czechoslovakia. 


Tragic Error 


One detail of the Truman Ad­ 
ministration’s course about China, 
now readily recognizable as a tragic 
error was discouragement of the 
long-standing and thoroughly anti­ 
communist Nationalist government 
under Chiang Kai-shek, resulting in 
* advantage to the anti-Chiang group 
that is today the Communist gov­ 
ernment of China. Another error 
was failure to take with sufficient 
seriousness warnings of how great 
a danger to the United States the 
fall of China to Russian commu­ 
nism would be. The warnings were 
many and from high sources, in­ 
cluding military experts and schol­ 
ars familiar with world history. The 
gist of the warnings was that if 
Russian communism should overrun 
China, the capacity of the United 
States to defend itself aglanst at­ 
tack by Russia would come in ques­ 
tion. The warnings are now largely 
supported by present conditions. It 
is familiar that the Pacific defense 
line of the United States has been 
endangered by aggression of Rus­ 
sian 
communism 
in 
China 
and 
Korea, and would be more than 
merely endangered if F o r m o s a 
should pass under control of Rus­ 
sian communism.

WASHINGTON — President Tru­ 
man placed upon General Mac­ 
Arthur on January 13 last the res­ 
ponsibility of deciding whether or 
not 
to 
evacuate 
United 
Nations 
troops from Korea—a question of 
both policy and military importance 
not only to America but to her 
allies. 
That's the reason why the Jan ­ 
uary 13 message from the President 
was not a "directive.” General Mac­ 
Arthur was to decide, after reading 
some general observations frorr the 
President. 
This Information, obtained from 
Capitol Hill sources, is partly re­ 
vealed in the testimony of General 
Marshall. 
The all-important message which 
General MacArthur sent to Wash­ 
ington just prior to January 13 ask­ 
ed 
specific 
instruction 
on 
three 
points—whether he was to evacuate 
his troops from Korea, hold on for 
a limited period, or try to stay on 
indefinitely. The General asked for 
such instructions because previous 
messages to him wrere not clear. He 
never did get a direct reply to his 
queries. Instead, a message in ab­ 
stract terms came from the Presi­ 
dent referring to various objectives 
of the Avar in Korea and winding 
up with the comment that the mess­ 
age was not a ‘‘directive.’’ 
D eclin ed T a k in g R e sp o n sib ility 
General Collins, who was in Tokyo 
conferring with General MacArthur 
at the time, thought Mr, Truman 
meant that the UN forces were to 
stay a limited time. General Van- 
denberg, who was present at the 
Tokyo 
conference, 
expressed 
the 
opinion that the President’s message 
meant an indefinite resistance and 
no evacuation. 
General MacArthur himself in­ 
terpreted the President’s message to 
mean that he should continue in­ 
definitely to resist and that evacua­ 
tion was not to be considered at all.

The interesting thing about the 
episode is that, despite the presence

Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Secretary 
Marshall declined to give this in­ 
formation, stating that he prefer­ 
red the committee get it from Gen­ 
eral Bradley. 
Senator Russell also pointed out 
to Secretary Marshall that the com­ 
mittee was desirous of getting a 
written memorandum stating speci­ 
fically what directives or orders or 
policies General MacArthur is al­ 
leged to have violated as a fore­ 
runner to dismiSvSal. Up to now the 
testimony of the Secretary of De­ 
fense on this has been far from 
clear. 
When other witnesses are put on 
the stand, it will become apparent 
that the so-called "directive” of 
December 6. which asked that all 
officials here and abroad refrain 
from 
making 
public 
statements 
w'ithout clearing them with Wash­ 
ington, was interpreted by Wash­ 
ington officials themselves—who ad­ 
vised General MacArthur—as in­ 
tended to apply to adresses and 
speeches and not to the command­ 
er’s comment on military events in 
Korea 
nor 
to 
conversations 
or 
letters. If the latter fact is estab­ 
lished—namely, that General Mac­ 
Arthur was so advised subsequent 
to the December 6 "directive"—this 
important bit of evidence would 
throw’ a good deal of light on the 
wiiole controversy. Senators fami­ 
liar with the background say su h 
evidence exists and will be produced.

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Deferment For Students 


w rday was the deadline (it may be extended) 
for college students to apply for scholastic aptitude 
tests to establish eligibility for draft deferment. Tile 
tests Will bf* given on May 26, June 16, and June 30, 
Sa. srdays, also on Thursday, July 12, for students 
certifying that their religious principles forbid them 
to take the test on a Saturday. At least 225,000 of the 
one million non-veteran males now in college are 
expected to apply for examination. 
The tests will be offered at about 1,200 centers in 
tne United States and territories under the adminis­ 
tration of the Educational Testing Service, Princeton, 
N. J. This agency conducts examinations at present 
for the U. S. Navy, Department of State, Atomic 
Energy Commission, Military and Naval Academies. 
Application blanks and instructions have been 
r^adp available to students at all 4.000 local boards in 
the Selective Service system. Each registrant must 
■lee* -lie co.- of his transportation to and from a 
testing center. 
The elaborate testing system would have been 
Junked under a propasal by Rep. Kilday <D., Texas) 
in its original form. On April 4 Kilday offered an 
amendment to the Military Trailing and Service bill 
forbidding educational deferment ‘*as the result of, 
or on the basis of, any test, examination, selection 
system, or anv other means” conducted by a govern­ 
ment agency or private institution. 
But the Kilday amendment as adopted by the 
Bouse or. April ll provided merely: “No local board, 
appeal board, or other agency of the Selective Service 
System shall be required to postpone or defer any 
(student) . . . solely on the basis of any test (or) 
examination.” Thus Selective Service could go ahead 
arith its examinations, but the final decision on defer­ 
ment would remain with the local boards.

But now the Soviet Union proposes that a confer­ 
ree of foreign ministers, including a representative 
if Communist China, be convened within two months 
o prepare a peace draft for Japan. The gist of the 
Russian program Is a demilitarized Japan, from which 
Unerican occupation forces would be withdrawn. 
In this and other respects, such as admission of 
Jed China to the pact negotiations, the Russian script 
Tins counter to the draft that the United States has 
►resented to the other interested powers. The Soviet 
outline is a maneuver to split the Western allies and 
o forestall a separate peace pact between them and 
'span. 
The United States wants to push through a peace 
r^aty without further delay. A conference of foreign 
Holsters, with Russia participating, to negotiate a 
►egro f o r Japan would get nowhere. 
The Department of State did well to issue an 
immediate forthright, public rejection of the latest 
Soviet proposal “which 
the Soviet Union 
makes 
periodically whenever it wants to stall the conclusion 
►f a Japanese peace. It has always been rejected and 
i*iii be again.

Perplexing 
D 


e r m a t o l o g y ie that branch 
of medicine concerned with 
the skin and the physician 
who has made this phase his 
speciality is known as a dermatol­ 
ogist. His lot is not an easy one 
because there are more than 2.000 
skin disturbances and many are 
so closely related it may be difficult 
to tell them apart. 
Furthermore, 
the cause so often escapes detection 
that treatment is necessarily handi­ 
capped. 
Some blemishes have a preference 
for certain parts of the body. Acne, 
for example, favors the face 
chest, 
and back. 
Psoriasis, eczema, and 
seborrhea are not unusual on the 
scalp, and cold sores select the lips 
and other mucous membranes. Con­ 
trary to popular opinion, fungous 
infections account for only a few 
of the eruptions noted on the hands 
and feet. 
Contact dermatitis and 
bacterial infections are just as prev­ 
alent and more disabling. 


Individuals with chronic skin dis­ 
orders are prone to go from one 
dermatologist to another. The one 
who is on the case when the erup­ 
tion disappears is hailed as a hero. 
This is justifiable in some cases, 
whereas in others nature should be 
given some of the credit. Certain 
outbreaks, for example, are self­ 
limited; they last six to eight weeks 
and then vanish spontaneously. The 
physician who Is on the job at that 
time obviously is the man of the 
hour. 
But there are tricks to every 
trade and the wise dermatologist 
has found that many miracles occur 
by letting well enough alone. Skin 
blemishes are unsightly and the 
victims are likely to apply anything 
to obtain relief. They are so in­ 
sistent, the dermatologist is almost 
forced to give a prescription. Some­ 
times 
the 
rash 
continues 
even 
though the original lesions are gone. 
The explanation Is that dermatitis 
has developed because of irritation 
dr sensitivity produced by the medi­ 
cation. 
Such 
an outbreak 
often 
disappears as soon as all drugs are 
stopped. Meanwhile, a simple cream 
may be employed to satisfy man’s 
inherent desire for “something to 
put on.*’ Overtreatment dermatitis 
is common, especially among those 
who think they are suffering from 
ringworm of Hie feet. 
There are 
other origins of blisters in 
this 
area, and they flare up when irri­ 
tated. The same thing may occur 
even though ringworm exists; tile 
solution that was strong enough 
to kill the fungus was also strong 
enough to burn or irritate the skin. 


Many skin disorders are of in­ 
ternal origin, hence salves and oint­ 
ments are of no value. One of the 
toughest involves the nervous sys­ 
tem and the patient may be doubt­ 
ful of the physician’s skill when 
he 
says 
that 
the 
dermatitis 
is 
brought on by nerves. The second 
obstacle is to find the cause of the 
cause. 
Why is the patient upset 
emotionally and why are these cu­ 
taneous manifestations occurring? 
In many, the lesions appear only 
wfhen the individual is upset; they 
fade 
when 
everything 
becomes 
peaceful. 
Skin cancer also falls into the 
realm of the dermatologist. These 
lesions do not grow as rapidly as 
other malignancies but when un­ 
attended their ultimate fate Is the 
same. Sores that do not heal are 
open to suspicion; many become 
crusted but peel before complete 
healing has taken place. 
Others 
ulcerate and may or may not bleed. 
The lips and cheeks are favorite 
locations. The pigmented mole also 
must 
be 
treated 
with 
respect. 
Whenever it increases in size or 
deepens in color, complete removal 
is likely to be recommended.

ments Paid For Liberty Ships; Rollcall Reveals Vast Empire

WASHINGTON.—While the Unit­ 
ed States has poured several bil­ 
lion dollars into Greece to prevent 
that eountry from going Commun­ 
ist, a little group of Greek ship­ 
ping men have put across the type 
of high finance that helps inspire 
communism. 
Paying almost no taxes m their 
o w n country, and ii o t carrying 
Marshall Plan goods to Greece free, 
as did the government-owned ves­ 
sels of France, England, Italy, etc., 
these Greek shipping men bought 
surplus American Liberty ships at 
bargain rates and. using Greek gov­ 
ernment finances to guarantee their 
deals, now control a large part of 
the world s shipping. 
Meanwhile the American public 
has been paying heavy taxes to sup­ 
port Greece. Meanwhile also 
tile 
average G r e e k citizen living in 
Greece is only a few steps removed 
from poverty, while the Greek ship­ 
ping magnates live in luxury in New 
York and London. 
What they did was to buy 98 sur- 
plush Liberty ships with Greek gov­ 
ernment credit. Immediately there­ 
after, shipping r a t e * w e n t up, 


thanks to the shipment of Marshall 
Plan goods abroad, and in two or 
three trips the 
Greek 
magnates 
were able to pay for the purchase 
price of the Liberty ships. 
Then they turned 
around 
and 
used the huge profits to buy Ameri­ 
can oil tankers, and more recently 
to order construction of some of 
the biggest tankers in the oil in­ 
dustry. A s a result they will almost 
dominate the long-term oil trans­ 
port business.

Errors In China 


T 


HE MILLIONS of official words 
that stream 
out 
of 
Senate 
committee hearings, and the 
more 
millions 
of 
unofficial 
words spoken or written in popular 
discussion, all deal with one broad 
question, is Gen. MacArthur right 
or is President Truman right? The 
question 
has 
many 
angles 
and 
facets. The broad answer, likely u 
reflect the opinions and emotions 
cl most of the people lies in a 
comparison of the two men and 
their respective associations with 
two countries in the Far East— 
Mac Arthur’s with Japan, Truman’s 
with China. 
The comparison is c o n t r a s t . 
Japan, when MacArthur 
took it 
over, was an enemy nation. Mac- 
Arthur’s taking over was by con­ 
quest. 
China, when Mr. Truman 
became responsible for our relations 
with it after becoming President in 
1945, was a friend and ally—had 
been our ally throughout the war 
and our friend historically. At the 
end 
of 
five 
years. 
MacArthur^ 
charge 
had 
become 
our 
friend. 
China, after our relations with it 
had been in charge of the Truman 
administration for five years, was 
our enemy, its government a Com­ 
munist one making war upon us. 
While all this is an extremely 
simplified picture, it is essentially 
accurate, it is withn the framework 
of the controversy between and 
about Presdent Truman and Gen. 
MacArthur. This picture is largely 
what the Senate committee dealt 
with in the six days of its hearings 
of Secretary of Defense Marshall 
last week. The committee aimed to 
determine what is best to do with 
our present relations with Commu­ 
nist 
China, 
a 
relation 
of 
war; 
whether it is best to adopt a plan 
about conduct of the present stage 
of the war, proposed by Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur, or a different thought overL, 
lapping one proposed by President 
Truman. Along wdth this the com­ 
mittee went deep into the whole 
history of the Truman Administra­ 
tion policy about China. 
With that policy Gen. Marshall 
had had close association. For more 
than a year—from December. 1945, 
to January, 1947—he was in China 
as a special representative of the 
President, later he was Secretary of 
State; still later he became and is 
now Secretary of Defease. 
Answers Were Candid 
Many of the question* asked of

Secretary Marshall last week had 
to do with an important part of 
the policy about China, and his 
answers were candid. The directive 
he had received from the Adminis­ 
tration was to bring alx>ut a truce 
between the longexisting National­ 
ist 
government 
of 
China 
under 
Chiang Kai-shek and a group that 
was attacking it. Upon arrival in 
China Marshall discovered that the 
leaders of the attacking group were 
Communists, zealous and truculent 
ones. 
Nevertheless Marshall tried 
(vainly as it turned out) to bring 
the two groups into an integrated 
government. 
The attempt at an 
integrated 
government stands as 
justification for criticism of Mar­ 
shall’s judgment. 
Critics of his 
course are on tenable grounds when 
they say he ought to have known 
that whenever communism gets a 
foothold in an existing government 
it strives hard to take the country 
all the way into communism. An 
outstanding example of success rn 
this is Czechoslovakia. 


Tragic Error 


One detail of the Truman Ad­ 
ministration’s course about China, 
now* readily recognizable as a tragic 
error was discouragement of the 
long-standing and thoroughly anti­ 
communist Nationalist government 
under Chiang Kai-shek, resulting in 
* advantage to the anti-Chiang group 
that is today the Communist gov­ 
ernment of China. Another error 
was failure to take with sufficient 
seriousness warnings of how great 
a danger to the United States the 
fall of China to Russian commu­ 
nism would be. The warnings were 
many and from high sources, in­ 
cluding military experts and schol­ 
ars familiar with world history. The 
gist of the warnings was that if 
Russian communism should overrun 
China, the capacity of the United 
States to defend itself agiaast at­ 
tack by Russia would come in ques­ 
tion. The warnings are now largely 
supported by present conditions. It 
is familiar that the Pacific defense 
line of the United States has been 
endangered by aggression of Rus­ 
sian 
communism 
in 
China 
and 
Korea, and would be more than 
merely endangered if F o r m o s a 
should pass under control of Rus­ 
sian communism.

WASHINGTON — President Tru­

That’s the reason why the Jan­ 
uary 13 message from the President 
was not a “directive.” General Mac­ 
Arthur was to decide, after reading 
some general observation* from tile 
President. 
This information, obtained from 
Capitol Hill sources, Is partly re­ 
vealed In the testimony of General 
Marshall. 
The all-important message which 
General MacArthur sent to Wash­ 
ington just prior to January 13 ask­ 
ed 
specific 
instruction 
on

points—whether he was to evacuate 
his troops from Korea, hold on for 
a limited period, or try to stay on 
indefinitely. The General asked for 
such instructions because previous 
messages to him were not clear. He 
never did get a direct reply to his 
queries. Instead, a message in ab­ 
stract terms came from the Presi­ 
dent referring to various objectives 
of the war in Korea and winding 
up with the comment that the mess­ 
age was not a “directive.” 
Declined Taking Responsibility 
General Collins, who was in Tokyo 
conferring with General MacArthur 
at the time, thought Mr. Truman 
meant that the UN forces were to 
stay a limited time. General Van­ 
denberg, who was present at the 
Tokyo 
conference, 
expressed 
the 
opinion that the President’s message 
meant an indefinite resistance and 
no evacuation. 
General MacArthur himself in­ 
terpreted the President’* message to 
mean that he should continue in­ 
definitely to resist and that evacua­ 
tion was not to be considered at all. 
He promptly notified General Ridg­ 
way of this decision. 
The interesting thing about the

Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Secretary 
Marshall declined to give this in­ 
formation, stating that he prefer­ 
red the committee get H from Gen­ 
eral Bradley. 
Senator Russell also pointed out 
to Secretary Marshall that the com­ 
mittee was desirous of getting a 
written memorandum stating speci­ 
fically what directives or orders or 
policies General MacArthur to al­ 
leged to have violated as a fore­ 
runner lo dismissal. Up to now the 
testimony of the Secretary of De­ 
fense on this has been far from 
clear. 
When other witnesses are put on 
the stand, it will become apparent 
that the so-called “directive” of 
December 6, which asked that all 
officials here and abroad refrain 
from 
making 
public 
statements 
without clearing them with Wash­ 
ington, was interpreted by Wash­ 
ington officials themselves—who ad­ 
vised General MacArthur—as in­ 
tended to apply to adresses and 
speeches and not to the command­ 
er’s comment on military events in 
Korea 
nor 
to 
conversations 
or 
letters. If the latter fact is estab­ 
lished—namely, that General Mac­ 
Arthur was so advised subsequent 
to the December 6 “directive”—this 
important bit of evidence would 
throw a good deal of light on the 
whole controversy. Senators fami­ 
liar with the background say sui'h 
evidence exists and will be produced.

RANKLIN D. Roosevelt tried to 
establish

doctrine 
that 
there are good countries and 
bad: that there are good dic­ 
tators and bad ones. 
Stalin was a 
good dictator: Hitler and Franco 
were bad dictators. 
Chiang Kai- 
shek. during part of this period, 
was a good dictator; then he be­ 
came corrupt. 
The doctrine of perfection which 
Roosevelt applied abroad, neither 
he nor Harry Truman applied in 
the United States or among the 
countries which we supported with 
our largesse. 
The Kefauver inves­ 
tigation surely disclosed numerous 
corruptions in our own country, to 
say nothing of the existence of a 
black market during the w'ar which 
was not without some sanction by 
official 
personalities. 
Some 
day, 
when there is another dispensation, 
investigations will be made into the 
extraordinary earnings 
by public 
officials, during 
periods 
of high

BOMBAY, India — t/P> — One of 
Hinduism's ancient and mast sacred 
shrines—the Somnath Temple dedi­ 
cated to the moon god Siva—was 
open again to pilgrims today in the 
small coastal town of Patan after 
its seventh restoration. 
India’s President Rajendra Pra­ 
sad open«*d the temple, believed 
first to have been built at the begin­ 
ning of the Christian era. in a color­ 
ful ceremony Friday. The booming 
of 101 guns and the chanting of 
“long live Somnath” by 60,000 wor­ 
shipers accentuated the ceremony.

Planned For State Highways 


Work Contracts To Total $30,000,000 


Contracts for $30,000,000 
more work on Maryland highways are ex­ 
pected to be awarded or advertised by the end of this year, State Roads 
Commission Chairman Russell H. McCain announced. 
According to a program which the Commission is formulating for the 
remainder of the current construction year contracts will provide ap 
proximately 60 miles of entirely new roads and about 130 miles of widen­ 
ing, resurfacing and general rehabilitation of present highways. 
► 
Included in the program will be 
extension of each of the five divided 
highways which have been under 
construction for several years and 
which, since they link major pop­ 
ulation 
centers, 
are 
considered 
primely important in the develop­ 
ment of Maryland’s roads system. 
These five thoroughfares are the 
Baltimore-Harrisburg 
Expressway, 
Baltimore National Pike, Washing­ 
ton National Pike, Annapolis-Wash- 
ington Expressway and the highway 
being built across the Eastern Shore 
to connect with the Chesapeake 
Bay Bridge. 
Ui addition to these major pro­ 
jects the 1951 schedule will include 
construction of some new two-way 
roads considered necessary but also 
believed capable of carrying their 
predictable traffic volume safely 
without a center parkway.

Large Construction Program 
Planned For State Highways 


W ork Contracts To Total $30,000,000 


Contracts for $30,000,000 more work on Maryland highways are ex­ 
pected to be awarded or advertised by the end of this year, State Roads 
Commission Chairman Russell H. McCain announced. 
According to a program which the Commission is formulating for the 
remainder of the current construction year contracts will provide ap­ 
proximately 60 miles of entirely new roads and about 130 miles of widen­ 
ing, resurfacing and general rehabilitation of present highways. 
Included in the program will be 
extension of each of the five divided 
highways which have been under 
construction for several years and 
which, since they link major pop­ 
ulation 
centers, 
are 
considered 
primely important in the develop­ 
ment of Maryland’s roads system. 
These live thoroughfares are the 
Baltimore-Harrisburg 
Expressway, 
Baltimore National Pike, Washing­ 
ton National Pike, Annapolis-Wash- 
ington Expressway and the highway 
being built across the Eastern Shore 
to connect with the Chesapeake 
Bay Bridge. 


In addition to these major pro­ 
jects the 1951 schedule will include 
construction of some new two-way 
roads considered necessary but also 
believed capable of carrying their 
predictable 
traffic 
volume 
safely 
without a center parkway. 
In announcing the program, fol­ 
lowing two meetings of the State 
Roads Commission with the High­ 
way Advisory Council recently nam­ 
ed by Governor McKeldin, Chair­ 
man McCain said he believed It 
should provide assurance that there 
Is to be no abrupt abandonment of 
Maryland’s highway Improvement 
program.
